Maj. Robert M. Kimmitt, legal coun- 
sel to the National Security Cojtncil, said 
that information might be clmsified if it 
met all three of the following caiteria; if

ity to do so, if it contains certain catego- 
I lies of sensitive information, such as 
I military information, and if its disclo. 
sure might do "identifiable damage to 
the national security interests of the 
UnitedStates.” 

Major JQmmitt said that Attorney 
General William French Smith was re- 
viewing the three-year-old regulations 
cn the implementation of these classi- 
fication criteria. 

In interviews, officials of the Admin- 
Btration cited three recent develop-
